?rusteen of the State Agricultural Soci- 
ty to send ont a poster, an advertise- 
ment, a dodger, or something of the 
ort, into the eastern part of Nevada, 
stating at what time this fall they in- 
tend to array Nevada's productions, 
luriosities, and monstrosities, subject 
o the gaze of those who desire to see 
them. For several years there has-been 
nothing in this part of the State to in- 
dicate at what da'ie tho State Fair was 
>eing held in Reno- -if we except a 
mere local mention—and no induce- 
ner.ts were offered to entr.nse our pota- 
oe growers, pumpkin raisers, or'Bronco 
riders. It is said that the Trustees 
lave decided to hold the Fair a month 
earlier this fall than in former years; 
hat liberal prizes are to be offered; that 
he Militia are to parade; inducements 
are offered to the best drilled company 
on the parade, etc., etc., and that this 
year's efforts pnt forth by the Society 
nil surpass all others. So far, so good. 
!t is about time that another county be 
admitted, and not confine to a few set- 
tlements along the borders of Califor- 
nia a matter that should be in the aars 
nd mouths of every resident of the 
State.—[Knreka Sentinel.

Dr. Turner, one of the officials of the 


National Boircl of Health, has been in- 
discreet enough to apparently authorize 
the publication of a very sensational 
btatement relative to the probability of 
yellow fever on the Atlantic coast this 
Summer. As to the Mississippi Talley 
he thinks the fever will be confined to 
New Orleans, which city is in a very 
filthy condition. As. 'to the Atlantic 
coast, he says •this year is the cycle in 
which yellow fever may be expected be- 
tween Charleston and New York. If 
they get the fever in Norfolk, which is 
probable, it is more than probable that 
it will be carried to Baltimore, and it 
will be nest to impossible to keep it 
from being brought to New York and 
to Washington.

THE CHICAGO HOT£L8. 


How They Profited bj the Kepabll- 


«*• ConveBtUn-OTer MOO,M* 
Received. 


[From the Chicago Time*, Jane llth.j 
Competent authority estimates the 


number of strangers who visited the 
city during the days oi the Convention 
at upward of fifty thousand. Of this 
lumber the Grand Pacific Hotel and 
'aimer House, rsspectiva headquarters 
oi the two leading parties in the contest, 
iach afforded accommodations to about 
wo thousand guests. 
These were the 


muses moat taxed ior accommodation. 
Che great influx of delegates and Tie- 
tors set in on Monday a week ago, aaJ 
•emained with us in large part up to 
Saturday and Sunday nignt last when 
he sight seers, becoming weary of the 
tardy action of the Convention, com- 
menced to thin out. It was not, how- 
ever, until Wednesday morning last that 
any perceptible change was noticeable 
n the crowds at the hotels. 
Then a 


general outpouring commenced, and 
continued until late into the evening, 
when the caravansaries again assumed 
their every day appearances. The Pal- 
mer House contains 800 rooms, capable 
of accommodating over 2,000 guests. 
To meet the requirements of the recent 
loom, Mr. Palmer added 600 extra 
3eds, which were placed in every avail- 
ible apartment of the house, and made 
liberal expenditures in other directions 
ior the accommodations of his visitors. 
It is claimed that over $17,000 was ex- 
pended in this manner, for ivhich lib- 
sral returns have since been made. 
The receipts of the house during the 
Convention boom foot up ever $105,- 
000. 
Of this -amount about $74,000 


was received during the week of the 
Convention from the following sources: 
Board, $54,000; bar $9,500; restaurant, 
$3,500; cafe, $2,500, and billiards $700. 
As a notable instance of the manner in 
which some of the workers entertained 
their friends, it may be stated that the 
bill of a prominent officer of Brooklyn, 
who came here to counteract some of 
Boscoe Conkling's influence, footed up 
a trifle over $2,500. Some 200 extra 
waiters were employed by Mr. Palmer 
during the rush, which swelled the 
force of sable-hued attendants to over 
350. As will be seen by the above fig- 
ures, the bar receipts of the house aver- 


about $1,050 a day, a sad com- 


mentary upon the work of the political 
evangelists. 
Over 3,000 people, it is 


claimed, dined at the hotel on Wednes- 
day last, when 4,000 pounds of meat 
were served and seven barrels of flour 
worked into pastry. 


At the Grand Pacific the demand for 


accommodation was fully equal to that 
at the Palmer, and during the latter 
days of the Convention, exceeded that 
of any other house in the city. This 
house contains 514 room*, which, to- 
gether with the temporary arrangements 
provided in the club-rooms, billiard- 
rooms and parlors, afforded accommo- 
dations for 1,200 guests daily. On 
Tuesday last, the Convention day, over 
2,500 people dined at Mr. Brake's cara- 
vansary. While the management of this 
house do not feel disposed to afford a 
comparison of receipts with other 
houses, yet they are believed to have 
nearly reached $100,000, bnt a trifle less 
than the Palmer House. The Tremont 
House, with the facilities afforded by 
245 rooms and 300 extia cots, accommo- 
dated about 800 guests, and retained be- 
tween $27,000 and $30,000 for its la- 
bors. The Sherman, containing 230 
rooms, with its provided extra facilities 
averaged about 600 guests daily, and re- 
alized a profit nearly equal tethat of the 
Tremont. 


It is estimated by hotel men and 


others, who claim to hold extra facilities 
for gaining a knowledge of such matters 
that the Convention "boom" brought 
over $400,000 to Chicago, and, what is 
still more satisfactory, left that amount 
here. In brief, the hotel men are uni- 
form in expressions of satisfaction at 
the results of their laoors during the 
"Convention week," as they are pleased 
to term it, and believe that the exper- 
ience gained will prove serviceable dur- 
ing the triennial conclave of Knights 
Templars, to be held in this city m Aug- 
ust next, when Chicago will witness 
such a centering of humanity as she has 
never before experienced.

generations. That the order established and the 
credit acquired should never be imperiled. That 
the pensions promised should be paid. That 
the debt so mac a reduced should be extin- 
guished by the full payment of every dollar 
thereof. That the reviving industries should be 
farther promoted, and that the cemmerce 
already KG great f ~ -.'.d he steadily encouraged. 


A NiTIOS.NOT A CONFEDIBACX. 


Second—The Constitution of tho United States 


is the supreme law, and net a mere contract. 
Oat of the confederated Statues it made a sov- 
ereign nation. Some powers are denied to the 
nation, while others are retained 1>) tha States; 
but the boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved Is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


POFITLAB EDUCATION. 


Third—The work ef popular education is one 


left to the care of the several States, but it is the 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation is but the aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the g«nius of any one state, bnt by the average 
genius of all. 


FBOFOBID COHSIITCTIONAI, AMENDMENT. 


Fourth—The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 


gress to make any law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, but it is Idle to hope ihat the 
nation can be protected against the influence ol 
sectarianism, while each State is exposed to its 
particular domination. 
We therefore recom. 


mend tkat the Constitution be so amended »8 to 
lay some prohibitions upon the legislature ol 
each State, anil to forbid the appropriation of 
the public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DUTIES OF THE DAY. 


Fifth—We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


that the duties levied for the purpose of reve- 
nues should go discriminate as to favor Ameri 
can labor. That no further grant of the public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished in 
the States, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 
tection accorded to a citizen of American 1 irth 
inunt be secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion 
That it is the duty of Congress to develop 


and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
w* insist that mrtfcor subsidies to private per- 
sona or corporations must cease. Th»t the obli- 
gations to the men who preserved its integrity 
in the day of battle are undimlnished by the 
lapse of a/teen years since their final victory. 
Their perpetual honor is and shall forever be 
the grateful privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American people. 


THE CHINESE FLAKE. 


SvcOi—Since the authority to regulate immi- 


gration and intercourse between tho United 
States and foreign nations rests with the Congress 
of the United States and iis treaty-making pow- 
ers, that tho Republican party, regarding the 
unrestricted immigration of Chinese as an evil 
ot great magnitude, invokes the exercise of th« 
power to restrain and limit that immigration by 
the enactment of such just, humane and reason- 
able provisions as will produce that result,

The elocution of the laws, and the 
punishment ol all those who violate them, are 
the only safe methods by which an enduring 
peace can be secured and genuine prosperity 
established tbro.ighout the South. Whatever 
promises the nation makes the nation must per- 
form 
A nation cannot with safety relegate this 


duty to the States. The "Solid South" must be 
divided by the peaceful agencies of the ballot, 
anl all honest opinion* must there find free ex- 
presKlon. To this end the honest voter must be 
protected agaiuii terrorism, violence or fraud. 


Eleventh -And we affirm It to De the duty and 


the purpose of the Republican party to uae all 
legitimate means to restore all thn States of this 
Union to the moat perfect harmony which may 
be possible, and we submit to the practical, 
Mmt>ible people of these United States to say 
whntber it would not be dangerous to the dear- 
eat interests of our country at this time to snr. 
render tho administration of the national GOT. 
eminent to a purty which seeks to overthrow 
the existing policy under which wo are so pros- 
perous, and thus bring dUtrnat and confusion 
where thwre b» now ord«r, confidence and hope. 


Twelfth—The Repuhlloui party adhering to

draft due the Bank amounts to can only 
be told by an examination of the books, 
Mr. Lake told us last evening that from 
what he had learned he thought there 
was a good show, and that in time the 
concern might pay its debts.
